The $5. note of Peterborough Bank shown on Page 864 has Franklin Pierce at 
lower right. Peterborough opened in 185-1 and became First National Bank of 
Peterborough in 1 X65. 

The Pawtuckaway Bank of Pipping opened in 1 855 and closed in 1862. The S2 note 
below shows George Washington.
